Cockatoos, Parrots and Starlings That 
Keep Mendicant*. 

A lively-rockatoo, kept in a bar 
ber’s shop, pleads on behulf of the 
"lather boy” at Christmas time by 
reminding customers not to for¬ 
get the contribution box, sitys 
London Tit-Bits. Few leave with¬ 
out dropping in a copper, the bird’s 
shrill reminder being incessantly 
repeated during the busy hours. 
Last year the lucky apprentice 
found nearly £2, chiefly in coppers, 
within the receptacle. Before the 
bird was taught its catchy phrase 
not one-third of the amount fell 
to the lad’s share. Just as a par¬
